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FOREWORD 

This  catalogue  is  prepared  in  a new  fashion  with  a hope  that  it  will  be  of  more 
benefit  to  the  student  collector.  The  numbering  system  after  the  initial  No.  1 is  divided  in 
major  type  groupings,  each  starting  with  the  next  decade  as  20,  30,  40,  etc.  This  of 
necessity  leaves  unfilled  number  spaces  for  use  in  the  ever  present  possibility  of  new 
types  within  a group  being  found.  The  data,  because  of  the  unavailability  of  mint 
records,  has  been  compiled  entirely  from  observed  specimens.  A number  and  denomina- 
tion  followed  by  the  words  ‘No  Record’  indicates  a coin  type  which  probably  exists  but  of 
which  we  have  never  seen  a specimen.  For  example,  in  the  ten-year  period  of  Edward  VII 
we  have  only  seen  two  denominations  and  three  dates.  It  is  unbelievable  that  this  con- 
stitutes the  entire  coinage  for  this  period.  This  is  no  indication  of  rarity  as  the  coins 
which  have  found  their  way  to  this  country  are  merely  run-of-the-mill  and  not  collected 
systematically. 

In  introducing  this  pamphlet  on  Kutch,  the  editors  have  as  their  goal  to  popularize 
the  native  Indian  States  and  other  off-the-beaten-track  coinages.  Most  of  the  numismatic 
literature  on  these  subjects  is  limited  to  expensive  museum  catalogues  of  appeal  only  to 
the  scholar.  The  average  collector  naturally  shies  from  any  series  that  is  totally  strange  to 
him  . . . and  this  is  our  first  attempt  to  alter  that  trend  into  more  constructive  channels. 
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THE  MODERN  COINAGE  OF  KUTCH

Kutch  (or  Kachchh,  the  sea  coast  land)  was  a native  state  in  India, 
formerly  a part  of  Gujerat,  located  on  the  Arabian  Sea,  a little  north  of 
Bombay.  The  capitol  and  mint  city  is  Bhuj.  The  original  coins  of  the  state 
were  copied  from  those  of  Mahmud  Shah  II  of  Gujerat,  and  before  the 
Indian  Mutiny  ( 1 857-8)  they  bore  the  name  of  the  Mughal  Emperor. 
Shortly  thereafter  Pragmalji  II  instituted  a new  coinage  bearing  the  name 
and  titles  of  Queen  Victoria.  These  were  copied  by  his  successor  Khengarji 
III  until  the  proclamation  of  1877  when  the  Queen’s  title  was  changed  to 
that  of  Empress  of  India.  Khengarifs  reign  was  so  long  that  his  coins 
bore  the  names  of  Victoria,  Edward  VII,  George  V,  Edward  VIII  and 
George  VI.  In  1942,  after  the  accession  of  Vijayaarajji,  there  was  a com- 
plete change  made  in  the  copper  coins.  These  now  bore  names  for  the 
several  denominations  instead  of  using  fractions  or  multiples  and  were 
also  holed  at  the  center.  In  1948,  at  the  termination  of  the  British 
dominion  in  India,  Madanasinhji  inaugurated  a new  coinage  with  the 
words  on  the  reverse  “Victory  of  India’’.  Kutch  became  a Chief  Com- 
missioner’s Province  of  the  Dominion  of  India  on  June  1st,  1948  and  the 
local  coins  were  demonetized  on  April  26th,  1949  when  Indian  currency 
was  introduced. 

The  coins  bear  on  the  obverse  the  name  and  titles  of  the  British 
Sovereign,  the  date  in  the  Christian  Era,  the  mint  and  sometimes  the 
denomination,  written  in  Urdu  using  the  Persian  script.  The  reverse  bears 
a similar  legend  except  for  the  name  and  titles  ot  the  Maharaja  and  the 
date  in  the  Samvat  Era,  written  in  Gujerati  using  the  devanagari  character. 
The  unit  denomination  was  the  silver  Kori  which  was  worth  about  one 
quarter  of  the  Imperial  Rupee  (379  Kori  being  equal  to  100  Imperial
